Any 
Prospective 4 ’andidates. 
Princeton, X. J., Jan. IS.'—Presi­ 
dent Jblect Wilson reiterated tonight 
that he had m ade absolutely no de 
vision as to th e 
personnel of his 
cabinet and added that, thus far, lie 
had not consciously conferred with 
any prospective candidates. 
“ I would not do that,” he 
said, 
“ until I had finally made up 
my 
mind to (tick a m a n . 
I haven’t con 
sc iou sly consulted 
with any future 
cabinet memiier*,” and added as an 
after-thought, "th o u g h I Blight have

this large sum will out he paid out 
in wages here and that a consider­ 
able number of the employes must 
find work in other cities.

though there has been no mention of

The legislative com m ittee appoint­ 
ed at the recent convention of the of­ 
ficers of cities u nd er the commission 
form of govern m en t includes 
City 
Attorney H airgrove 
of 
this 
city, 
City Attorney ^Stevens of Springfield 
and Rector H itt of Ottawa. 
The 
members of th is committee 
spent 
much of the past week in Spring­ 
field and will sp en d 
several 
days 
there this w eek 
working for cer­ 
tain provisions in the 
bill- which 
will be considered by the legislature 
providing 
reg u la tio n 
of 
public 
utilities by a sta te commission. 
The com m ittee referred to acting 
under instructions from the conven­ 
tion of com m issioners 
is 
seeking 
especially for “ h o m e rule” 
in 
all 
utility matters. 
T he commissioners 
are not opposed to the proposed law 
but they are opposed to any 
pro­ 
visions granting to any state board, 
commission or officer the power to 
interfere with, reg u la te 
or 
control 
the operation, ra te s or services of 
any local utility except by invitation 
of the local authorities. 
The general w ork which the com­ 
mittee is trying to bring to pass in 
connection 
with 
proposed 
legisla­ 
tion is outlined clearly in the reso­ 
lution adopted in th* recent meeting 
of the officers o f cities under 
the 
commission form which was as fol­ 
lows. 
Mayor D a v is at the 
recent 
convention took 
a 
leading part in 
the discussion 
w hich 
resulted in 
this resolution: 
Tile Resolution. 
"Whereas, T h ere exists a lack 
of 
adequate provision for the regula­ 
tion aud control o f the services and 
rates of the v a rio u s public utilities 
operating within this state, 
which 
will, in all probability, be met by 
the enactment, at the next general 
assembly, 
of 
a 
statute providing 
means therefor; and, 
"Whereas, It is our belief 
that 
such legislation 
should be designed 
to empower and assist the cities of 
this state in the proper 
regulation 
of their local p ublic utilities, rather 
than to place arbitrary power over 
local city affairs in the hands of a 
state commission; therefore, he it 
"Resolved. T h a t it is the sense of 
this convention th a t each city of the 
state should h a v e and exercise full 
power of reason able regulation 
of 
rates and character of services of its 
purely local u tilities; 
and 
be 
it 
further 
"Resolved. T h a t the powers 
of 
a 
state 
public 
u tility 
commission 
should not extend to the control of 
public utilities local 
to cities, but 
should be confined to those operat­ 
ing generally through out the state, 
together with the power to establish 
for both these c la sse s of utilities 
a 
(uniform system o f accounting requir­ 
ing annual reports giving in proper 
detail all necessary data; power to 
control the Issuance of securities in 
such manner as not to validate form­ 
er issues not approved by the com­ 
mission, all of 
which 
information 
should be m atters of public record; 
and, be It further 
"Resolved, 
T h a t the said com­ 
mission should be required, when so 
requested hy an y city, 
to assume 
control over any local public utility 
operating in such city for the pur­ 
pose of the proper regulation there­ 
of to continue at the option of such 
city and to furnish to any city upon 
request all inform ation concerning 
any local utility of such city neces­ 
sary to the m ak in g by such city o f 
proper regulations as to rates and 
services of such utility;

tury referred to in th e i r debates as 
" T h e 
rebellion 
of 
o u r 
American 
colonies” was written dow n in his­ 
tory 
a s 
the 
American revolution. 
Many 
an 
incipient 
revolution, 
strangled in its birth, h a s been re­ 
corded under the m o r e opprobiotis 
title, as to take an in stan ce 
again 
from o u r own history, th e rebellion 
of the southern state s which result 
ed in the civil war. 
A rebellion is an a c u te manifesta 
tion of the general u n r e s t whicn ac­ 
com panies all growth. 
So long as 
th e re a r e two parties In every gov­ 
ern m e n t, ‘two sides,’ as we say to 
every question, so long will the bal­ 
ance of control be co n tin u ally shift­ 
ing. 
The political an d social world 
is in a sta te of unstable equilibrium 
Unrest, insurrection, rebellion, revo­ 
lution— greater or less in power and 
t e rro r 
and 
extent— a r e 
all 
only 
m anifestations of the vital creative 
force which is still ac tiv e 
in 
the 
“ m a k i n g ” of the world of men. Na­ 
tions in their growth k n o w 
many 
such movements, and p rove them in 
the end to be not destructive, but 
beneficient. 
A revolution is never a surface 
movement. 
It is an up h eav al from 
the depths. 
Forces long pent, work­ 
ing slowly, resistively 
below 
the 
surface, burst suddenly, forth, 
vol 
cano like, rending th e 
bands 
of 
custom 
law and p re c e d en t 
which 
bound them. 
W e are today in th e midst of a 
g rea t social rebellion. 
T h e unrest 
of the masses, inoculated with 
the 
fun d am e n tal democratic doctrine of 
liberty and equality; 
th e 
revolt 
again st established c u s to m , striking 
even at the ritual and doctrines of 
the church, and at th e laws 
con­ 
cerning marriage 
and 
divorce on 
which the home is fou n d ed ; the re­ 
bellion against class distinction, all 
this unrest must in the end, whether 
by sudden violence or by 
gradual 
evolution, work out 
a change 
in 
social conditions a m o u n t i n g 
to 
a 
revolution. 
No decade within the 
m em ory of man has k n o w n a more 
vital struggle between w ealth 
aud 
privilege on the one h a n d and the 
masses of the people on th e 
other; 
between monopoly and t h e

W i thout sound of t r u m p e t or beat 
of drum, the solid r a n k s

forces of the besieged a r e weakened 
from within. 
Gradually th e wealthy 
the leisured, the c u l t u r e d — neglect­ 
ing 
th eir 
defenses— a r e 
turning 
their energies to the ta sk of equal­ 
izing the privileges of h u m a n ity . In­ 
cidents that have claim ed the pub 
lie attention during th e 
past 
few 
m onths; cases of s t a r t l i n g injustice 
such as the action of th e officials of 
the W h ite S ta r liners with regard to 
their employes, and the at titu d e of 
the railway company supp o rted b* 
the courts In a certain 
prominent 
railway accident case, h a v e been like 
the writing on the wall In the ha li­ 
quet hall of Belshazzar. 
T he ban­ 
q ueters themselves are sta rtled into 
a realisation of the in justice of their 
position. 
The heart of m a n k in d has 
been touched as never before; 
in­ 
dignation 
roused 
and 
sympathy 
aw akened. 
There is born a stern de­ 
term ination to see— n o t m e rc y — but 
justice, meted out 
to 
every man. 
W hen the nation rises in its might. 
woe to the smitten;

T h e re is a present i m p e tu s front

In early colonial days, when the 1

of those who work a r e young.

th e end of five or ten y e a r s ’ service, 
at the natural time ot m a rriage, they 
are hoi only u n train ed as housekeep- 
rs. hut they are unfitted to bear 
hiidren.

Belf can solve. 
It is cb*:*r that to pro­ 
tect h er own existence she must pre­ 
serve for to, herself th e sacred ruc­ 
tions of motherhood. T h e college wo 
m a n - that is, iii a broad sense, tin 
ed u c a ted ami the th in k i n g woman - 
m u st fend for the w om an in industry 
an well as for the w om an ill 
tile 
s lu m s while the children c* the n a ­ 
tion still continue to ne aer enarge 
.In order to protect 
there 
most 
effectively, the more advanced am ong 
o u r workers are looking toward e n ­ 
franchisem ent for women. 
Hut these 
should be 
first to place themselves 
on record as condem ning the violet f 
an. 
unwomanly d em o n s tratio n s by 
which a certain class of women to 
dav are seeking to secure "fe m a le ” 
suffrage. 
O u r conservatism on th is question 
has m ade it clear that if o u r Ameri­ 
can women as a class ever dem and 
the ballot it will be us a m eans and 
not as an end. 
It will be with no 
vain desire to secure o u r "privile­ 
ges" or to increase o u r duties; but to 
p rocure for ourselves the means of 
enforcin g our just d e m a n d s . We have 
h a n d l e d sterner w eapons than 
the 
ballot, but never have wu* fought in 
a m o re bitter war, or a more sacred 
cause. 
T h e women who feel most deeply 
the need of I he 
Juliet as a weapon 
for reform are th ose also who are 
most keenly alive to Hie dangers of 
increasing the class of ignorant v o ­ 
ters. 
Even if the m ass of women 
c o m p are favorably with men in e d u ­ 
cation and intelligence what will be 
the gain in doubling th e n u m b e r of 
blind voters?

position does not, in theory, s ta n d

m e n t o f a higher class of citizenship.
